Congress: Tho 
Stcond Round 


Editorial — BY BR ITF, BIOSS\T 
The fiSth Congress, in its second 
session, faces perhaps the biggest 
test that American lawmakers have 
confronted since 
World 
War 
II 
It will be judged by the way it 
rifts to the necessities put upon 
this country by Russia’s advances 
in satellites and missiles 
President Eisenhower’s adm mis 
tration is being measured in the 
same fashion, of course. 
But our 
government does not end at the 
White House gates 
Congress has 
Its own responsibilities for the safe 
ty and well being of the American 
people 
Some already have judged the 
President and found him wanting 
in leadership 
They appeal to Con 
fress It fill the gap 
Whether or not the criticisms 
are just, the critics certainly recog 
aire that there are lim it". too on 
What the lawmakers can do. 
The 331 men and women of the 
House and Senate cannot function 
as an executive body. 
For one 
thing, the Constitution forbids it. 
For another, effective decision is 
well nigh impossible for such num 
hers. 
But wherever 
the administra 
lion's 
program s for the 
missile 
age seem to reflect timidity, nar 
row scope, or lack of imagination, 
the lawmakers can try to give 
them the sweep and breath and 
positiveness they ought to have 
What the country has a right to 
expect of them in this situation 
Is not a routine rubber stam p on 
the President’s proposals, but a 
searching appraisal and then a 
revamping where that is deemed 
w ise. 
Inevitably, many lawmakers are 
mere followers 
But Congress bas 
ically is intended to be a creative 
agency in American government 
At no time in this century has 
there been greater need for its 
creative powers to be exrci^ed to 
the fullest.
